This isn’t enough — it’s a minority of the town’s registered 
voters. All are eligible to go to the meeting if their names 
appear on the lists of voters — we should have a larger 
percentage of them in the Auditorium, taking an active 
part in their town’s business affairs. Between now and 
next March, let’s try to encourage our neighbors and 
friends to attend the meeting in 


greater numbers than 
ever before.

Officials Hope Residents | 
Will Burn Own Leaves 


An old New England tradition 


official concern. 

It seems that non-traditionalists 
are just raking the leaves out into 
the  zutter, with the expectation 
that the town will pick them up. 

Flippantly this is a matter of 
afave importance to those who 
love the smell of a burning pile of 
leaves. 

And seriously, it’s a subject of 
considerable gravity to the hizh- 
Way department, which has an 
extra burden at a time of year 
when there are many duties to 
perform in readiness for winter. 

Actually, it’s not as simple to 
burn leaves now as in years past, 
when one Simply raked and burned. 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton, 
agreeing that leaves should not be 
left in the gutters, suzzests that 
they be burned on the individual's 
own property, Permits for open 
fires, on one’s own land, are 
granted whenever weather condi- 
tions permit, he explained, And 
the leaves may be torched in an 
incinerator or barrel, with screen 
or solid cover, without a permit 
of any kind, 

But the old practice of burnin, 
in the gutter is forbidden under a 
town by-law. Chief Hilton, dis- 
claiming any idea of preventinz 
burnins of leaves, insists that he 
can not zive permits to burn where 
a by-law clearly Spells out rules 
to the contrary. On calm days, 
however, a telephone call to the 
fire station is usually sufficient 
to get a permit for open-air burnin, 
on the caller’s own property, 


The danzers of leavinz huze 
piles of leaves in the gutters of 
town streets have heen Stressed 
by Town Mana ser Thomas FB. Duff. 
He recalls hearins of accidents, 
where cars have run over children 
hidins in the leaves; and of cases 
where there have heen threats of 
property damage, when cars are 
forced for some reason to pull 
way over to the edze of the road, 
thus driving throuzh the piles of 
leaves without knowledze of what 
lies underneath, 

In still another way, the aban- 
doned leaves pose a threat to the 
town itself should there he a 
sudden rain storm. For it is 
obvious, according to the town 
manager, that the leaves will 
wash down to the nearest storm 
lrain and thoroughly plu, it up, 
leaving the storm water without a 
proper place to +0, 
Other Problems
